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U.S. JUMPING TEAM ABROAD 





A fortnight ago ten men and ten horses (plus two more previously 
shipped by boat), constituting the personnel of the United States Eques- 
trian Jumping Team, left Idlewild Airport by Pan American Airways to 
Hy to Dusseldorf, Germany. The men included four riders, four grooms, 
a coach and stable manager. Three of the riders, Bill Steinkraus, Hugh 
Wiley and Frank Chapot are veterans of the Olympic Games and of many 
international shows, both here and abroad. The youngest, George Morris. 
has had great success in our show rings. Coach Bertalan de Nemethy, who 
has held this position since 1955, is generally recognised as one of the best 


in the world-—several foreign countries have tried to get him away from 


us during the past three years. 

One of the horses was donated to the 
lent by supporters. Six have previously 
clude the Holsteiner Diamant which, with Fritz Thiedemann riding, in 
1954 won the Aachen Grand Prix and was second in the world cham- 
pionship event at Paris. Another star is the thoroughbred Ksar d’Esprit 
(Coq d’Esprit—Kristin by *Ksar), foaled in Maryland, which, under the 
name of Revlon’s White Sable and ridden by Shirley Thomas as a member 
of the Canadian Equestrian Team, gave a performance over the Dublin 
Horse Show’s famous course in 1954 which Irish horsemen still talk about. 
Both these horses were generously lent by Miss Eleo Sears of Boston. The 
thoroughbred First Boy (Swing and Sway—Wanderalee) and Night Owl 
(by Llangollen Farm’s thoroughbred sire Bonne Nuit) lent by Miss Joan 
Magid of Mamaroneck, New York and Mr. and Mrs. John A. T. Galvin of 
Woodside, California, are the horses which Bill Steinkraus rode to make the 
only two perfect performances in the King George V Cup in 1956 at Lon- 
don’s White City Show. Hugh Wiley has lent his Palomino gelding Nautical 
(Muchacho de Oro—Lula Lea), winner of five international classes at Har- 
risburg, The Garden and Toronto last autumn, and Mrs. W. Joshua Barney, 
Jr. of Southport, Conn. her Thoroughbred Master William (Chicuelo— 
Straw Nest), open Jumper Champion in 1957 at Ox Ridge and Syracuse, 
both of these being veterans of the Team’s 1956 European campaign. 

Two horses by Coq d’Esprit, Rip Miller, given by A. J. Long of Cincin- 
nati, and Winston, full brother to Ksar d’Esprit. lent by Hugh Wiley, and 


Team, the others having been 
competed abroad. These in- 
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two horses by Bonne Nuit, Riviera 
Wonder, lent by Mr. and Mrs. Ber- 
nie Mann of Port Washington, Long 
Island, and Sinbad, lent by Mrs. 
Walter B. Devereux of Rye, New 
York, are included in the six horses 
with outstanding records in _ this 
country which are to be given Euro- 
pean experience this summer. The 
other two are the Thoroughbreds 
War Bride, lent by her rider George 
Morris, and Sinjon, lent by Miss 
Ellen Dineen of Northport, Long 
Island. 

The international shows in which 
The Team will compete include 
Spa (Belgium), Aachen (Germany), 
White City (England), Dublin (Tre- 
land), Ostend (Belgium) and Rot- 
terdam (Holland). In the autumn 
the riders and some of the horses 
will return to compete in the Penn- 
sylvania National at Harrisburg, 
Pa.: in the National Horse Show, 
New York; and in the Royal Winter 
Fair, Toronto. 

It is a remarkable tribute to the 
patriotism and generosity of their 
owners that such a collection of 
horses has been given and lent to 
the team. The same spirit pervades 
these four young men who have 
interrupted their own careers to ride 
for their country. Let us all be 
equally generous, to the best of 
our ability, in lending financial and 
moral support to the Team. Con- 
sisting as it does of the best combi- 
nation of horses, riders and coach 
we have ever assembled, it not 
only badly needs, but deserves it.

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ncoln Road Scores First Victory 


Of ‘58 In Jersey Stakes

Some day -- some day, mind you -- 
Trainer Vic Sovinski is going to take the 
blinkers off Lincoln Road, and heaven 
knows what will happen to the three-year- 
old division. 

Before each engagement of the Sunny 
Blue Farm’s exciting colt, the pleasant 
gent who gets him into condition indulges 
in a to-blinker-or-not-to-blinker solil- 
oquy. 

**It’s possible he would run better with- 
out blinkers,”” Mr. Sovinski observes, ‘*but 
then, when a horse is running real good, 
you hate to make changes.” 

Certainly, Lincoln Road has been ‘‘run- 
ning real good,’” but, his trainer says, “‘he 
likes to play with those horses. He lets 
them come to him and then he pulls away. 
Now when a horse comes to him fast and 
goes on by, it’s too late for him to get 
running again. If he could see ’em com- 
ing, like he could without blinkers, maybe 
he’d never let ‘em get past.” 

After Lincoln Road ‘‘played with ’em’’ 
and whipped ‘em soundly in the Jersey 
Stakes at Garden State Park (May 24) 
Mr. Sovinski hadn’t stopped wondering how 
Lincoln Road would do without blinkers. 

This prompted two questions: Is Lin- 
coln Road going in the Belmont Stakes? 
Will he wear blinkers? 

Mr. Sovinski’s answers were ‘‘yes” 
and “‘yes’”’, 

Still, he’d like to know what the colt 
would do without the vision abridgers. With 
5 seconds and 3 thirds this year, upto the 
Jersey Stakes, Lincoln Road had per- 
formed commendably almost every time. 
What he would have done with an unob- 
structed view is a question that can’t be 
answered, on account of the fact that you 
can’t roll back time. 

After watching the Florida and Ken- 
tucky Derbies and the Preakness, I am 
convinced that a Lincoln Road with blinkers 
on can’t beat Calumet Farm’s Tim Tam. 
(You come to conclusions like that after 
close observation of races.) Seven other 
horses have rushed past Lincoln Road 
this year, presumably while he wasn’t 
looking. I’d like to see what would happen if 
they’d let him see what he’s doing. 

Whatever clothes he’s wearing, Lincoln 
Road is a fast colt and a courageous one. 
He usually blazes the early furlongs, and 
he hangs on stubbornly when collared. 


The Jersey Stakes, at nine furlongs, 
seemed to be a race set up for him. The 
public recognized this and sent him off at 
2 to 5. 

The son of With Pleasure- Efficiency, 
by Sweep All, responded satisfactorily. 

Jockey Chris Rogers got him away on 
top and kept him there all the way. The 
only horse that threatened at any time was 
Talent Show. Lincoln Road ‘‘played with 
him.” Rogers rode with the confidence of a 
man in a Jaguar racing a field of 1928 
Willys- Knights. 

He waited on the front end for a move 
by Talent Show, then let out a wrap and 
away went Lincoln Road. This opera- 
tion was repeated at intervals. Rogers 
slapped his mount a couple of times coming 
around the last turn and held off Talent 


3 
Show to win by 1-1/4 lengths. 

The Jersey Stakes is an allowance 
affair and Lincoln Road wasn’t penalized 
anything by all those seconds and thirds. 
He got in under 111 pounds. Talent Show 
and Li’! Fella (third to finish) each carried 
118. 

Pundit was fourth. Li’! Fella finished 
two lengths back of Talent Show and three 
before Pundit. 

The Jersey, the first win of 1958 
for Lincoln Road and the initial stakes 
victory of his life, was worth $37,865. 
His season’s total is $108,735. 

With 2 wins in 7 tries as a two-year- 
old he collected $4,640. 

The Sunny Blue Farm belongs to Mr. 
Isaac Blumberg, of Chicago, who was not 
present to witness his colt’s triumph. 

Some important statistics came out of 
Jersey Stakes Day at Garden State Park. 
The most money ever bet on a daily double, 
anywhere - $401,842 - went through the 
tote. Of the 37,877 investors on hand for 
the sport, 4,878 were smart enough to 
choose the combination that returned them 
$59.80. Ten-dollar shares were purchased 
by 241 brilliant market analysts. 


The Cherry Hill 
On May 21, Spring Hill Farm’s Easy 
Spur galloped off with the Cherry Hill 
(not to be confused with the sumptous 
tavern hard by Garden State Park). This

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Adjacent Hunt Race Meeting 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


The East’s spring session of hunt 
racing came to a glorious close on Satur- 
day, May 24, with the annual meeting spon- 
sored by the Adjacent Hunts, Purchase, 
N. Y. Offering such luxury features as a 
grandstand with box area, adining terrace 
and bar laden with potables, the host 
association was further favored with a 
perfect spring day. Reveling in the sun- 
shine, which has been dispensed sparingly 
this spring, over 5,000 enjoyed an ex- 
cellent day of sport and helped swell 
the coffers of the Herald Tribune’s Fresh 
Air Fund, beneficiary of the meeting, 
which also had pari-imutuel wagering under 
the supervision of the N, Y. State Racing 
Commission. 

It was a day for neophyte riders and 
horses. it was also a day for the sons 
and daughters of Erin, both human and 
equine. In the latter division, a trio of 
Irish bred horses made their first start 
on American soil a successful one at 
the popular hunt race meeting. Exepting 
an area around one timber fence, the 
course was in perfecting condition, refut- 
ing a rumor of ‘‘bad going’’, which brought 
a plethora of scratches in all races, 
except the featured 20th running of the 
Connecticut Cup. 


Connecticut Cup 

A field of 8 were in the program for 
the timber test and all went postward. The 
usual 17 fences on the 3 miles course 
around the polo fields were reduced to 14, 
as the lone fence with a soft spot was 
declared ‘‘off course’’ by the stewards. 

Youth was served in the feature as 
16-year-old William H, Turner, Jr., rid- 
ing his own Carolina Hills emerged an 
easy victor with more experienced riders 
and horses in his wake. Taking command 
from Capt. J. L. B. Bentley’s Gillan on 
approaching the 7th obstacle, the Union- 
ville, Pa. amateur rider never left the 
issue in doubt. Opening on his field as the 
race progressed, Carolina Hills gradually 
drew away to win by 6 lengths. Riding 
Crag, owned by his mother, A. P, (Paddy) 
Smithwick tried valiantly to reach the 
eventual victor, but the experienced pair 
were no match for the ‘chaser trained 
by W. Burling Cocks. Fencing flawlessly 
over the course, the 8-year-old gelding 
was timed in 6:10 for the ‘‘about’’ 3 
miles and 14 timber fences. 

Shipping east after a trio of suc-

behind Crag, but 10 lengths to the good 
of Gillian, with Harry Hatcher in the 
saddle. The latter was riding the famous 
jumping mare for the 2nd time, having 
been aboard at Rose Tree as a last 
minute replacement for trainer - rider 
Grover Stephens. This was not recorded 
in the Rose Tree hunt racing report, as 
no word of the switch reached the jockey 
board, press, or announcer. 

Fimishing behind Gillian, came T. J. 
Albert’s Pobejo and Franz Stone’s Brun 
de Gris to complete the tinishing field. 
The first and only spill in the race came 
off over the lst fence where Mrs. A.C. 
Randolph’s Essex, winner of the race last 
year, came down with Joseph Aitcheson, 
Jr. The latter was well bruised, while 
his mount was less fortunate. Breaking 
a leg in the mishap, the 10 year-old 
‘chaser was numanely destroyed by the 
course veterinarian. Another which failed 
to return to the finish line was Cyrus 
Manierre’s Roman Dance, recently pur- 
chased by the The Plains, Va. sportsman 
from Mr. George P. Greenhalgh, Jr. 
Faltering in back of his field after the 
12th fence, Roman Dance was pulled up by 
Melvin Ferral. 

Making a 3rd start under colors, Caro- 
lina Hills was registering a successive 
triumph, having captured the Rose Tree 
Spring Maiden Plate over timber on the 
preceding Saturday. Makingadebutin the 
Western Run Plate at Butler, Md., earlier 
in the season, the youthful amateur and 
his mount came to grief over the 16th 
fence, while out of contention.

A 1 1/2 mile hurdle test for maidens 
opened the program and started the Irish 
imports on their skein of victories. Making 
his first start since winning on the flat 
at Galway, Ireland last August, the Ruthart 
Stable’s *St. Phideas responded to a good 
ride from Harry Hatcher and turned back 
S. H. R. Fred’s Pilgrim’s Cloak by 1 1/2 
lengths. Faltering after leading for most 
of the journey over 9 hurdles, the Charkit 
Stable’s Good Sign finished 3rd, a head 
behind the place horse, ridden by Paddy 
Smithwick. Tommy Walsh was up on Good 
Sign, a member of the partnership stable 
owned by Mrs. M. G. (Kitty) Walsh, and 
Charles W. Stitzer, hence ‘‘Charkit’’, 

A field of 10 maidens went postward 
and the winner, trained by Eugene Jacobs, 
departed the maiden ranks in the time of 
3:00. Now serving as an official on the 
New York tracks, but without duties inthe 
winter, F, D. (Dooley) Adams schooled 
*St. Phideas during the winter and turned 
over to trainer Jacobs when the current 
season opened.

Only 4 came out for the Goldens Bridge 
Plate, a 1 3/4 miles allowance race over 
the lesser obstacles. Making an initial 
start over hurdles and finding them to his 
liking after a dismal career on the flat, 
Mrs. Henry Obre’s Count Down led for 
most of the trip to defeat Gene Leone’s 
Pounditout Jr. by a scant head. Closing 
well at the conclusion, George Arrow- 
smith’s favored New Horizon finished 
3rd, a 1/2 length off Pounditout Jr., and 
12 lengths in front of the Tilly Foster 
Stock Farms’ Point of Law. Ably handled 
by Kenneth Field, despite being a green 
hurdler, the sophomore by Knockdown- 
Countess Play recorded 3:20 2/5 for the 
trip over 10 hurdles. 


*Cloonroughan Wins 

Starting a trio of triumphs, trainer M. 
G. (Mickey) Walsh and his 18-year-old 
nephew, Thomas Walsh, accounted for the 
featured hurdle test with Mrs. Walsh’s 
*Cloonroughan, another Irish invader. 
First away from the starter’s tape in the 
2 mile hurdle handicap, Mrs. Vernon G, 
Cardy’s Tombigbee led until the 6th hurdle 
where he landed hard, causing James 
Walker to break a stirrup leather and 
almost depart his mount.

W. C. Robinson, Jr’s *Valentine 
Slipper was 3rd, 4 1/2 lengths behind 
the embattled pair. Making his first start 
at a hunt race meeting since winning on

BREEDING MARES ABROAD 
CROWN CREST EXPERIENCE 

Writing on the great success of the 
Crown Crest Farm of Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard Reineman, Lexington, Ky., which 
last year stood second in the country 
among commercial breeders, both as to 
earnings and to the number of races won, 
columnist Hugh J. McGuire comments: 
**For several years they sent mares tobe 
bred in England, Ireland and France. They 
also maintained several mares in Ireland. 
Both of these projects have been found 
to be economically unsound and have been 
abandoned. The cost of stud services for 
top stallions abroad was found to be ex- 
cessive in the light of the practice there 
of paying these fees at the time of service 
with no refund if the mare failed to con- 
ceive. Add to this expense the risk that 
the resultant foal might not be acceptable 
for the summer sales at Keeneland and the 
transaction becomes an_ unbalanced 
gamble. 

**It was found too that, due to variations 
in the climate abroad from that at home, 
weanlings born in Europe and flown back 
in November or December did not ac- 
climatize readily and were backward in 
reaching the peak of their bloom in time 
for the summer sales. Additionally there 
was the expense of air travel for the 
weanlings which, with insurance, salaries 
of grooms, registration, customs charges, 
vans, and other incidentals, added ap- 
proximately $1,000 to the cost of each 
individual. Crown Crest stud service fees 
abroad amounted to about $26,000 in each 
of two years; without a return when the 
mare failed to conceive, this was found 
to be escessively costly.”

DRINK OR GLORY 

Horace Wade, who promotes racing 
at Waterford Park, points out that it was 
Mohammed who played an unique part in 
Starting the Thoroughbred strain. Having 
more worlds to conquer, and needing 
mounts with stamina and speed, he penned 
up his war horses on desert ground for 
two blistering days within sight of running 
water. On the third day the bars were 
lowered. The fevered animals dashed 
wildly for the stream. Immediately Mo- 
hammed had his trumpeters sound the 
call to ‘‘charge’’. 

Many of the horses ignored the call, 
stopping and drinking from the stream. 
A stalwart few flung themselves forward, 
leaping the stream and sweeping ahead in 
battle formation, These horses were given 
life tenure in the Moslem paddocks, their 
only duty being to propagate. Their weak- 
er-hearted brethren met an ignominious 
death.

WHIFFENPOOF AT WATERFORD 
Today at Waterford Park, Chester, W. 
Va., where the sport of kings places a 
rare premium on youth and agility, Whif- 
fenpoof a 12-year-old Thoroughbred is 
ready to take on all comers during the 
meeting that continues through July 26. 
While Whiffenpoof is nearing the end 
of his career, some years ago a certain 
John Burwell, a horse, did not win his 
first race until he was 18 - that’s right, 
count ’em - 18 years old! Certainly a 
long time to put over a “‘sleeper’’, It 
was on November 13, 1924 that John 
Burwell won his first race at Phoenix, 
Arizona. The following year, as a ripe 
19, he kept on winning, surprising one 
afternoon at Canada’s Mt. Royal Park by 
registering at $51.10 for the usual $2, 
investment, 


$85,360 PAYOFF 

William Ferrara, an enlisted man in 
the United States Navy, currently serving 
on a submarine operating out of SanDiego, 
California, really torpedoed the books 
when he received $85,360 in return for an 
investment of $22, which he and six 
friends wagered in the ‘*5-10"" handicap 
contest at Caliente, Tijuana, Mexico, on 
April 28th.

In our neighborhood pack, we have the 
blue blooded aristocracy of the Walker 
breed, but, from sentiment’s sake, we have 
‘always kept some descendants of hounds 
who hunted «these Virginia fields and 
woods in the days of George Washington, 
*‘before the war’’, meaning, of course, the 
War between the States. These are, for 
the most part, black and tan in color with 
now and then a black spotted, blue tick or 
a red cropping out ina litter. They have 
voices warranted to raise from the dead 
any former foxhunter near whose final 
resting place the chase chances to lead 
them. 

On a misty moisty morning, some days 
ago, John Luck was walking through the 
woods accompanied by a single hound, 
which struck a grey fox’s trail. In a 
matter of minutes he opened, five or six 
of the old line Virginia bred hounds came 
to him. When they hit the scent, they 
opened an accompainiment to his song 
and shortly raised their quarry from under 
a tree lap in some heavily made brushed 
timberland and away they went. There may 
have been better chases with more cry 
and faster pace, but I am inclined todoubt 
it. This fox was very accommodating to 
the hunters afoot. She took about a mile and 
a half circle, never being out of hearing 
and there were few checks, so closely 
was the pack driving her. At the end of 
about three hours she attempted to cross 
an open field, but her breath was short 
and her brush was dragging and the hounds 
were raving for her blood. This was too 
much for John Luck - to kill such a good 
runner is not in his book, Like a wild 
duck in flight, he sprinted in front of those 
hounds he was following on foot and 
scooped up that tired but, game little 
grey vixen in his arms, alive and unhurt. 
So she lives I hope to breed more of her 
kind, It happened just that way on the word 
of honor of a Virginian who is one of the 
best foxhunters I know. 

I am often asked why I keep ‘‘those old 
potlickers”’ - a term which I consider an 
insult unless used with a smile as an 
endearment by their owners. My answer 
is - their performance. I have knowneach 
hound of their ancestry since I was a boy 
of sixteen - thirty-nine years ago, with 
very few exceptions. I knew the men who 
bred them and the ancestry of these men 
who bred their former generations. Rumor 
has it that they went back to George 


Washington’s ‘‘Forester’’, a puppy by 
which was given to a Hanover County 
citizen to cross with his hounds. Also it 
is said that they carry the blood of the 
Henry hounds, some of which later went 
to Georgia to help establish the July 
strain, I know the hunters of those early 
days were men of discriminating tastes 
in their choice of sweethearts, wives, 
horses and hounds. They tolerated nothing 
but the best and none but a good hound 
was allowed to survive to carry on the 
line. 

We also own the registered Walkers. 
They have great merit as hunting hounds, 
are swift as the wind and I am proud of 
them and glad indeed to number them in 
our ‘‘Helltown Pack,”’ but I am constant 
to my first love, holding affection, pride 
and joy for the Old Virginia Foxhound. 
I shall keep them till I die and hope my 
son carries on the line as pure and 
unadulterated as possible during his time. 

I must admit that sometimes these 
swift and sure Walkers make it awfully 
hard for my Virginians after a long running 
red but, as an old friend of mine says, 
‘‘Them thar black and tans jus’ keep a 
comin’ on.”* I added, ‘*They are noble 
looking hounds with incomparable scenting 
powers, strength, stamina sense and 
voices like the horn of the Angel Gabriel.” 
You should come and hear them run some- 
time. They will warm the cockles of your 
heart. (‘‘Oakland,’’ Beaver Dam, Hanover 
Co., Virginia).

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Irish Coursing 


Coursing at Clounanna touched a new 
peak, and the presence of a Limerick 
City dog in the last four of the tourna- 
ment brought a record final-day crowd to 
the famous meadows below Adare. The 
decider was very truly run. The Listowel 
fawn, Kenn Edge, showed in front from 
slips, but the big white dog challenged; 
they galloped dead level for 150; yards 
amidst great excitement, then, slowly but 
steadily, the longer-striding Jerry’s Spec- 
ial forged ahead. The gap widened; well up 
the field the local dog was three lengths 
clear, breaking pace sharply to the right. 
Keen Edge joined issue after the white 
had scored two sharp turns. 

The hare was a particularly strong one 
and swung left and right in lengthening 
breaks which suited the bigger and faster 
dog. Jerry’s Special, taken to the plan- 
tation for the sixth time in three days, 
finished a very game dog, running his 
courses to the end. 

The “Rules of Judging a Course” 
were established by the English Coursing 
Club over a hundred years ago. At that 
time, slips were short and the run-in 
was negligible. The best known Waterloo 
judges paid little attention to the run-in. 
The course proper started when the dogs 
joined their game. 

The law underlying judging was: 
**Victory goes to the dog which does most 
towards killing the hare.” The “points”, 
as defined, were scored as follows: ‘‘One, 
two or three points for speed, according to 
the length of the lead, but never more than 
three points. One point for a turn (90 
degree angle), 1/2 point for a wrench; 
one to two points for the kill according 
to its merit; three points for the go-bye.” 
A go-bye is scored when a greyhound 
comes from a full length behind and

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opens up one length in front for the turn, 

In the old days of open country cours- 
ing the run-in was short and not vital. 
Hunting talent, close, tight skill behind 
a hare, stamina and an ability to kill 
were the attributes of a good greyhound, 
Nowadays the owner or trainer that gets 
his charge up in front for the first turn 
gets the flag in ninety-nine cases out of 
a hundred. I kept a record and in 500 
courses, the lead was only beaten once. 

Whether unconsciously, or by usage and 
following the fashion, most of our coursing 
udges seem obsessed by speed. Often the 
slower greyhound gets in to score four 
strong points and more than wipe out the 
lead. If the faster, but loose-working dog 
gets his nose in front by favour just at 
the gets the flag and the 
genuine is beaten by the flag.

Many coursing men, knowing the cir- 
cumstances, do not blame the judges; 
they say, ‘‘what can the man on the horse 
do, when the long run-up is 95 per cent, 
of the course. Fundamental coursing rules 
are being ignored, and one of two things 
must be done: (1) New rules of judging 
must be legalised for park coursing, or 
(2) judges must be instructed to stick to 
the present rules. The judge who tries to 
be guided by the ‘‘Rules of Coursing”’ 
would, in recent years, soon lose his 
ob.

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Fox Farm Meet 


Hounds met at the Fox Farm, Holi- 
cong. The weather being somewhat less 
than perfect, the best chance of finding 
seemed to be Buckingham Mountain. The 
gamble paid off, as less than twenty 
minutes later the pack settled to the line 
of a good running red. They circled the hill 
once, and then headed east. As we came 
down from the mountain the pack was 
disappearing across the Williams’ farm, 
and the huntsman’s grey coat was barely 
visible. 

The pace was fast, as we traversed 
the next three farms and a couple of 
good ditches. The hounds checked on 
James I, Smith’s and, after some minutes, 
were cast across the Pineville Road to 
Pisarek’s where they found the line again, 
and were off. 

The staff, Master, and field proceeded 
across Pisarek’s fields, to the woods which eo 
form the Easternmost portion of this | 
farm, and adjoin the Windybush Road, 
which in turn borders Jericho Mountain, 

Since we were hopelessly wired in, First 
Whipper-in Bruce Miller laid his coat 
over a strand of wire and the field 
jumped it, and proceeded south, only to 
find more wire, and bad pasture ditches. 
We all had to retrace our steps, creating 
more hazaras for Bruce’s coat. Back 
across the Pisarek’s and on toward Pine- 
ville, we hurried, to get on terms withthe 
pack, which had, by this time, passed 
through the old Thorton Lewis farm, and 
on to Jericho Mountain, and the Walker’s 
farm, 

At this point this splendid run was 
marred by anaccident, involving the hunts- 
man’s horse. In attempting to scramble 
up a steep ravine he was flipped back- 
ward by a concealed strand of barbed wire, 
and had both tendons in one hind leg 
severed, Strap tourniquets were applied 
and bed blankets supplied by a nearby 
housewife. Hounds were still running, and 
Miss Stella Reeves considerately offered 
the huntsman her horse. Then we proceed- 
ed with a field that had thinned to six 
from approximately thirty-five at the 
start. 

We caught up with hounds which had 
turned right handed beyond Walkers, and 
were running back to Jericho Mountain, 
with increased pace and cry. This bold 
fox made his way over the rocky Southern 
side of the mountain where hounds event- 
ually marked him to ground after 3 hours ( 
of running over rough and rugged terrain, 
which measured, as they ran, eight miles ; 
with a point of five. S.A. 
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Good jumping characterized the one- 
day Wyomissing Horse Show May lI, 
despite muddy and slippery going caused 
by the customary rain, which now seems 
to be a foregone conclusion on horse 
show days in Eastern Pennsylvania. 

Twelve to twenty jumpers were en- 
tered in the three jumper classes, domi- 
nated by two horses from the R. B. Snyder 
Stables, Denver, Pa., Rudolph andCalypso, 
both ridden by Allen Garner. However, the 
closest competition and best riding in 
the division took place in the Knockdown 
and Out, when five horses made all eight 
jumps clear. These included Circus Star 
of Frankhouser Stables, ridden by Jerry 
Frankhouser, 13, who negotiated another 
clear round to win the blue in the jump- 
off; Sh- Boom, Rudolph, Calypso, and Miss 
Frankie Glover's Hill-Billy. These four 
each had six clear in the jump-off, and 
a second jump-off was required, when 
Sh-Boom cleared all eight again to win 
second; Rudolph five for third place and 
Hill-Billy four, for fourth place. 

Despite rain in the morning (which 
later disappeared and the sun came out, 
albeit wanly), a field of more than 100 
good horses was on hand for competition, 
and every class was well filled, (except 
the two western events.) Naturally, the 
largest class was for pleasure horses, 
with 34 entries most of the hunter type. 
Gerald Goldman and Bandit’s Bridge 
emerged on top in this big field. Twenty- 
five hunters came out for the hack class, 
captured by Miss Glover’s Cedar, ridden 
by Susan Worrall. 

The Pair Class, with ten pairs en- 
tered, again mostly hunters, was one of 
the most attractive events. Riding to per- 
fection to win the blue were Anne Boyce 
riding her Andrea B and Jane Wyder, 
riding her Rhodesian, a pair of matched 
chestnuts which cantered in unison and 
trotted nearly as perfectly. 

This was the last show for Announcer 
Joseph S. Homan, who has been announcing 
shows in the Reading area for 20 years, 
and is one of the best. He has officiated 
at the Wyomissing show for all of its 
six years, as well as at Camp Contrad 
Weiser, YMCA Camp), and other shows 
for two decades. He said he is retiring 
from the ‘‘mike’’. 

Back to the weather - it is encouraging 
that at each show it has rained a little 
less than at the one before, so we have 
great hopes that old Jupiter Pluvius is 
nearing the ending of his crying tantrums, 








and good Old Sol will replace him at the 
remainder of the shows. (But not too 
schorching, please!)

Pebble Beach Hunter 
Trials & 3-Phase Test 


The outstanding dressage horse was 
**Sissi’’ a former member of the German 
Silver Medal Winning Team of the 1956 
Olympic Games held at Stockholm, owned 
and ridden magnificently by Mrs. Franklyn 
Downton. 

The Pebble Beach Hunter Trials is in 
a sense a complete test consi-° of 
grading every horse in each of the tour 
phases. 

Saturday morning found all four divis- 
ions in their hacking phase which counted 
100 points out of the 1,000. In the after- 
noon the scene changed to the beautiful 
Bird Rock Course along the famous 17- 
Mile-Drive, which was heavily carpeted 
witn wild flowers this year. The Bird 
Rock Course, counting for 500 peints, 
was the most important phase with horses 
galloping over hunting country for 2 miles. 

Sunday morning saw the horses over the 
shorter inside ring of the Pebble Beach 
Course (100 points), In the afternoon the 
scene changed to the outside Pebble Beach 
Course, approximately 3/4 mile inlength, 
the last course in the competition and the 
awarding of the Championships. This 
course was evaluated at 300 points. 

The boys from the Training Center at 
Rancho San Fernando Rey in Santa Bar- 
bara were on hand for the event, but 
their green horses were not quite ready 
for the competition, and it was throught 
by the USET Training Center Manager, 
Colonel Milo H, Matteson, that their sea- 
soned horses did not fit into their training 
program. Wilson Dennehy, David Lurie 
and Tom Bunn, Jr. designed and erected 
the Stadium Jumping Course for the 3- 
Phase Test, and Colonel Hans Moeller 
was helpful in assisting Richard D, Col- 
lins in the management of the very suc-

Southeastern Penna. show seasons are 
settling into one-horse limelight affairs. 
Last fall Jayber took the jumper world 
by storm; this spring the George Scheetz’ 
Sir Gold and Jennifer McLean are accom- 
plishing the same thing in the hunter divis- 
ions. The pair gained an early lead in the 
working division here and had an eight- 
point edge over the reserve horse when 
points were tallied. 

Unfortunately, as is becoming cus- 
tomary at Wissahickon, the final jumper 
classes were held under deplorable light- 
ing conditions. So many classes were 
scheduled that, even with doubling up in

We 
started immediately with a group of ten 
or twelve children who generously shared 
their ponies and we taught them the 
things we had learned. 
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POLO 
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The past year was another good one for 
preparatory school polo. At the four 
schools where it is a recognized sport, 
there has been an increased interest in 
polo with bigger squads and more competi- 
tion than ever before. At all four schools 
the coaches have had a real job on their 
hands with squads of 20 or more players 
varying in ability from novices to boys with 
two or three years of competitive ex- 
perience under their belts. 

The greatest progress this year was 
made at Valley Forge Military Academy 
in Wayne, Pennsylvania, where polo is a 
new sport. Following the opening of the 
school’s new riding arena, Clothier Hall, 


+ in the winter of 1956-57. Five games were 


scheduled during the following spring and 
this past year the schedule was increased 
to nine contests. The cadets’ record for the 
past two seasons stands at 13-1 and attests 
to their ability. 

This year’s season opened in early 
November with a 15-8 triumph over the 
Bishop Hollow Polo Club, This was follow- 
ed by a game witha team from Brandywine 
which handed the cadets their first and only 
defeat to date. Matches scheduled for 
December and January were cancelled in 
order to build overhead stands in the riding 
hall to accomodate as many as 1000 
fans. With the resumption of play, Valley 








Forge was victorious in seven games 
with teams from the Wilmington, Maule 
Farms, and Tally Ho polo clubs and 
Cornell’s junior varsity team. The cadet 
team has scored at least 10 times inevery 
contest played. Top scorer of the year 
was Bill Garcia from the Dominican Re- 
public, who will be back at the Forge 
playing polo for at least one more year. 
Not far behind was his cousin Jose Roman. 

Lt. Col. Eugene Fischer, Director of 
Equitation at Valley Forge, is planning 
a 15 match season for 1958-59 and is mak- 
ing plans for an Eastern Pennsylvania 
indoor polo tournament at Wayne. There 
is no doubt that polo is a growing sport 
at Valley Forge. 

In the Southwest the Southern Arizona 
School in Tucson and the Judson School 
in Scottsdale continued the battle for the 
; Arizona Schoolboy Championship which 

they have waged with a high degree of 
spirit for almost 20 years. Judson, which 
won the 1956-57 varsity championship 
after six years of defeat at the hands of 
SAS, was victorious again this year intwo

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straight games. They defeated SAS 4-1 
at Scottsdale on December 7 and by a 
score of 5-4 in the second game of the 
season at Tucson February 15. In the 
Jayvee competition for one of Cecil Smith’s 
old helmets, SAS was the champion for 
the fifth consecutive year. SAS won 8-0 
at Scottsdale on January 18 and 11-5 
on their home field March 1. Unlike Valley 
Forge and Culver which play arena polo 
SAS and Judson play the outdoor game. 

Coach John Walsh at SAS has had a 
big job this year. Thirty of the school’s 
73 boys have been out for polo. The 
youngest of these was a 7thgrader with the 
majority being in the 8th, 9th, and 10th 
grades. Thus SAS is assured of experienc- 
ed players for several years to come. 
Other than the competition with each 
other, the play at both the Arizona schools 
is intra-squad. At SAS the boys are 
divided into teams according to their 
ability and experience and regularly 
scrimmage with each other five days a 
week. A sort of round-robin tournament is 
organized each year to give the teams the 
feel of competition, and very hot competi- 
tion it is! The novices at SAS are known 
as ‘‘The Hamburgers’’, and though many 
of them are small in size, they have a lot 
of enthusiasm. 

Culver Military Academy in Indiana 
has continued its reputation for turning 
out some of the best young players in the 
country. The Academy’s new polo coach, 
Lt. Col. Gerald Graham, has worked 
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since October with a squad of 25 boys 
led by Eugenio Silva of Havana, who was 
handicapped at one goal throughout the 
season. The schedule this year has in- 
cluded 24 games with two more still to 
be played. Varsity teams have won 15 
contests and dropped only 3; jayvee teams 
have won 4 times and been defeated twice. 

Culver has been the scene of most 
of the polo played in the Middle West 
during the winter months with the ex- 
ception of the League matches inChicago. 
Teams from Grand Rapids, Lake Forest, 
St. Louis, Louisville, Cincinnati, Mem- 
phis, Chicago, and Detroit have been 
included on the cadets’ schedule. Trips 
away from the Academy were made to the 
Onwentsia Club in Lake Forest, to the 
Chicago Avenue Armory in Chicago, and 
to Ithaca and New Haven to play the 
Cornell and Yale freshmen teams. 

Next year will probably be a building 
year for Culver’s polo coach, for five 
out of the six varsity letter winners this 
season will graduate in June. But with 
a number of jayvee players to draw 
on, another good varsity combination 
should develop as next season moves on. 

Polo should benefit all over America 
as a result of the interest in the game 
developed among teenagers at these four 
schools. SAS’s players come from 23 
communities in 15 states, and much the 
same geographical distribution of boys 
exists at the other schools. Many intend 
to play with teams in their hometowns

As a 
trainer of race horses I also won many 
times. 

I am a well educated riding instructor 
in dressage as well as in jumping. | also 
know how to instruct and to prepare riders 
and horses for horse shows and races.

Robert McLean Joins Market 
Breeders’ Ranks 


Another well-known business man and 
horseman has joined the ranks of Thor- 
oughbred market breeders. 

After more than 25 years of owning 
field hunters and Thoroughbred show 
horses, Robert McLean , president and 
publisher of the Evening and Sunday Bul- 
letin in Philadelphia, and president of 
The Associated Press since 1938, has 
become interested and active in the more 
specialized breeding of Thoroughbreds 
for the race track. 

In the early days of 1956, McLean 
decided that he would purchase a few 
mares and shares in syndicated stallions. 
With the help of General and Mrs. Charles 
B. Lyman, of West Chester, Pa., with 
whom he has been associated for many 
years in horse operations, he began gath- 
ering his mares. 

Heading the list is Bunoora, by *Mah- 
moud, out of Thorn Apple, by Jamestown, 
Her foal this year is a handsome Battle- 
field colt and she is bred back to *Royal 
Charger. This well bred mare, both her- 
self and through her distaff side, boasts 
many stakes winners. 

Next’ comes a young stakes winning 
mare from one of the greatest female 
families in Europe. She is *Fast Gal Il, 
by England’s great sire, Alycidon out of 
Aromatic II, She has as her fourth dam, 
the wonderful foundation mare, Marchetta, 
whose’ family has more top-weighted 
horses on the two-year-old free handicap 
than any other. The third dam, Sweet 
Lavendar, produced Klairon, considered 
by many to be the best three-year-old 
miler in Europe in 1956. The family of 
Fragrance II, second dam, includes the 
stakes winners Jessamine, Redolent, Fra- 
grant, Amber, etc., leading up to *Fast 
Gal II’s dam, Aromatic Il, stakes winner 
and producer. *Fast Gal II has a strapping 
colt by Royal Coinage and has been bred 
back to the successful young sire, Your 
Host. 

Another attractively bred mare is 
Sterling Maid, by *Easton, out of the 
classically bred *Betsy Ross II, by *Mah- 
moud. She was a winner abroad for the 
late Samuel Riddle; is the dam of the 
stakes winners, Calvados andSymposium, 
etc.; and is from the renowned foundation 
stakes winning and producing mare, Celer- 
ina, by *Teddy. Sterling Maid has a Slide 
Rule yearling of 1956 and is currently in 
foal to *Sea Charger. 

In addition to the above trio, McLean 
owns the.young mare, Glocca Morra, by 
*Shannon II - internationally known as a 
top money winning race horse and a fine 
potential sire. Out of Blue Black, by Black 
Servant, Glocca Morra had the misfortune 
of losing her two-month-old colt foal by 
Your Host, in 1956, She currently has a 
splendid son by *Sea Charger and has been 
bred to Slide Rule. 


These mares and the young stock are 
maintained by the Lymans, at their Maui 
Meadow Farm, located outside of West 
Chester, Pa. McLean also owns shares 
in the three top stallions: Your Host, *Sea 
Charger and Traffic Judge. 

He is an active member of the Penn- 
sylvania Horse Breeder’s Association, 
Inc.; a subscriber to the Wissahickon 
Hounds; and a former member of both 
the Whitemarsh Valley Hunt Club and the 
Pickering Hunt Club.

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BURRO JOCKEYS 

Frank Xavier Tolbert, erudite teller 
of Texas tales for the Dallas Morning 
News, writes: Felix de Hoyos runs a 
grocery store at Fort Hancock, Hudspeth 
County, on the Rio Grande. He was telling 
us about some young burro riders he used 
to watch some 14 or 15 years ago. The 
top burro riders were tiny, yet tough 
brothers named Ismael and Angel Valen- 
zuela. ‘‘Every time I saw those kids they 
were on burros and to me”, recounted 
Sr. De Hoyos, “*it seemed as if they lived 
on those burros. 

Angel is now 25 and one of California’s 
top jockeys, while Ismael, (Milo) Valen- 
zuela is now 23 and principally because 
of his recent victories in the Kentucky 
Derby and the Preakness on the broad 
back of Calumet’s celebrated Tim Tam, 
is one of the world’s most famous riders. 
If Tim Tam continues his brilliant racing 
in the big Belmont coming up, he might 
be one of the few riders to win the Triple 
Crown. Ismael was born inMcNary, Texas, 
which is about 5 miles Southeast down 
highway 80 from Fort Hancock. He was the 
second son, and the third of 22 children 
of Mr. and Mrs. Valenzuela, Sr. 

The family lived mostly in Porvenir, 
State of Chihuahua, in Old Mexico, and 
that is where De Hoyos used to watch 
the future top jockeys riding the burros 
in rumble seat fashion. Angel Sr., died 
two years ago at Porvenir. He was about 
Angel’s size, and a very good rider and 
horseman, but a man with 22 children 
doesn’t have much time to ride horses. 
The widow, about 4 feet 9 inches, gathered 
her brood together after the father’s 
passing and moved to Colorado. Ismael 
never went to school in Texas, graduating 
from burros to Thoroughbreds and quarter 
horses when he was about 10 years old 
and scaled SO pounds in riding tack. 

The only member of the family now 
left in the Fort Hancock sector is the 
former Manuela Valenzuela, who is a 
really pretty four foot 10 inch young 
lady, married and now living in Porvenir”’ 
concluded Tolbert’s friend. ‘‘The next 
time I am across the river, and have 
time, I shall see if any of Manuela’s 
sons are good burro riders”. B.B,

Whether Pro or Amateur

BELMONT PARK, May 21.-Once again 
this spring, racing has proved to be an 
adult sport. The incident didn’t receive 
much notice-if any-on the general sports 
pages, but Danny Marzani, who rode the 
Whitewood Stud’s Arywa in Belmont’s 
Spring Maiden Steeplechase Tuesday, re- 
cently switched from professional to ama- 
teur ranks with no strain at all. 

Danny rode George H. Ohbrstrom Jr.’s 
rish Well in last month’s 67th annual 
Maryland Hunt Cup, down in Worthington 
Valley. This affair-one of the most honored 
racing events inthe nation-always has been 
strictly for amateurs. It is over permanent 
timber fences, marked by flags. No ad- 
mission is charged. Betting is strictly on 
a person-to-person basis. The judges’ 
*‘stand” is an old farm wagon. And the 
winner gets a cup plus a handshake. Danny 
fell, like « gentleman, at the sixth fence. 

Apparently racing has abandoned the 
ridiculous stuffiness that encouraged 
printing of the following definition in an 
old Rockaway Hunt Club race program, 
years ago: 

*‘A gentleman rider is one who rides 
for pleasure rather than gain and is a 
member of the Rockaway hunting Club or 
the Meadow Brook Hunt.” 

How insular can you get? 

If professional riders can’t be gentle- 
men, where does that leave England’s 
Sir Gordon Richards, who probably thinks 
the Rockaway Hunting Club is some sort 
of American kindergarten? 


Became Trainer in 1952 

Historians must smile when they think 
of how Marzani’s simple switch from pro- 
fessional to amateur status - he hung up 
his tack to become a trainer in 1952 - 
would have created tremendous debates in 
the days of stiff collars and equally starchy 
social codes. There was a simple day in 
this country when a noble steed was dis- 
qualified after giving the best performance 
in a class of cab horses at our Nationa] 
Horse Show simply because he was a 
roan. The judges ruled haughtily: 

*“No gentleman would take a lady riding 
behind a roan because a roan sheds hair. 
This horse therefore is disqualified.”’ 

Quick Emma, my vapors! 

Danny, an intense, dark-eyed, Latin, 
started riding in horse shows. A native 
of Clark’s Summit, Pa., near Scranton, 
he rode a famed old open jumper of his 
father’s, named Mint-D’Or, in shows at 
Devon, Piping Rock and the Garden, For 
years he rode as a professional steeple- 
chaser for trainer Arthur White and the 





Brookmeade and Oak Spring Stables, 
among others. 


Rode in English ‘Chases 

In 1949 he married a home town girl, 
Madeline Columbo, and went to Europe for 
his honeymoon. In England, visiting 
friends, he met Lord Gainsborough, who 
had attended the University of Maryland. 
Lord Gainsborough, promptly put him up 
on several "chasers et Roverhampton and 
Cheltenham. 

Finally came an opportunity to ride 
John Lipton’s Battling Pedulas in the 
Grand National Steeplechase at Aintree. 
He was the lone American rider in that 
race and fell at Becher’s Brook, After 
the event he seemed as light-hearted to 
this writer, as though he had won, 

He turned to training with just fair 
success in 1952. ‘“‘Il was racing on the 
half-milers. I won 18 races one year 
but still lost money,” he says. 





Fences Tougher in Maryland 

In October of last year he took over 
the management of the Whitewood Stud, 
at The Plains, Va., for the Ohrstroms. 
He started riding again in hunt meetings 
this spring, making about 130Pounds. He 
petitioned S. Bryce Wing, president of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Associa- 
tion, for permission to ride in the Mary- 
land Cup, traditionally run on the last 
Saturday of April and it was granted on 
Easter Sunday. 

“Maryland has tougher fences than 
Aintree because our obstacles are of 
solid timber,” he said. ‘*The British 
Grand National is a mighty tough race, 
however, because of the tremendous field. 
From 40 to 60 horses may start. After 
the first few fences there are loose horses 
running every which way. 

“The steeplechase courses at our big 
tracks are tough enough but the fences 
are not nearly as stiff here as they are 
in England, You can brush through these 
green cedar ones pretty well. In England 
the fences are of birch and are black. 
Most of them have been growing for 
years.” 

Dauny takes no money for riding any 
more. And he rides exclusively for White- 
wood Stud. 

I'm looking forward to next year’s 
Maryland,” he said. ‘‘My weight is no 
problem.” 

Tally-hol 
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The trophy is fashioned of Steuben glass 
and was designed especially for this race 
by the famous American firm. It is believed 
to be the first crystal trophy ever award- 
ed for the winning of a major event in 
Thoroughbred racing. The cup is 18 inches 
high, including the base and removable 
cover, and is’ entirely plain except an 
engraved design of two standing flamingos 
flanked by royal palms, against a back- 
ground which suggests the race track, 
lagoon and royal palms of Hialeah. The 
name ‘‘Widener’’ is inscribed above. A 
curving finial, on the cup’s cover, re- 
peats the graceful lines of the flamingos. 
The cup is mounted on a stand with silver 
plaque on which is engraved: WIDENER won 
by Oligarchy Hialeah February 22, 1958. 
The Steuben trophy, made especially for 
the event, inaugurates a new Widener 
tradition. Identical ones will be presented 
to winners of this race in years to come.

OR PLACE, LONDON W,1, ENGLAND.

In our reviews of the French editions 
of L’Annee Hippique for the past several 
years, we have paid high tribute to this 
unique annual. Our commendation has of 
necessity been qualified with the admis- 
sion that, since L’Annee Hippique is 
written largely in French, the language 
barrier is a very real one, even for those 
of us who have a modest knowledge of 
French, It is therefore with enthusiasm 
that we salute the publication, for the 
first time, of an English translation of 
L’Annee Hippique. 

Quite naturally we think of this pub- 
lication as the one annual which covers 
most completely the events and the per- 
sonalities in the world of show jumping 
during the preceding year. In thinking 
first of its current news importance we 
must not overlook its great value over 
the longer period in recording, year by 
year, and presenting with unequaled photo- 
graphy the continuing change in the world 
of equitation, a change which is clearly 
apparent even over a period as brief 
as the fifteen years since the publication 
of the first edition of L’Annee Hippique. 

We can observe, for example, that 
while the successful acrobat on a jumping 
horse riders such as Alan Oliver in 
England or Al Fiore in this country have 
become much less common in the ranks 
of ‘op riders, still the purity of style so 
much emphasized when our top inter-

national riders were members of military 
teams is also seen with less and less 
frequency. The outstanding example of 
faultless technique in this year’s edition 
is a picture of Mme. Perrone-deNoalilles, 
a rider scarcely known on this side of the 
Atlantic. The currently great European 
riders, such for example as Winkler or the 
brothers d’Inzeo, outstanding in perfor- 
mance, are nevertheless apparantly not 
too much concerned with the niceties of 
position in the saddle. Does this reflect 
a change in emphasis, or is it perhaps 
the inevitable result of the speed and 
the great height which are required in 
present day international jumping com- 
petitions? 

Two other changes are also brought 
forcefully to our attention. For a con- 
siderable time the snaffle bridle has been 
favored by a majority of the competitors 
in international jumping, but this pre- 
ference has now increased to the point 
where scarcely one horse in ten carries 
anything other than the snaffle. With this 
trend, the standing martingale has almost 
disappeared, and even the running martin- 
gale is favored by only a small minority 
How valuable it is to have these changes 
recorded in the pictures by those masters 
of horse photograph M, Cornez and M 
Bridel. 

We note with regret that this year’s 
edition does not contain any article on a! 
aspect of the history of equitation, suc! 
as the excellent articles by Commandant 
Licart which have appeared for the past 
several years. We hope that in future 
years articles of this nature will again be 
included, With or without such articles

As a 
corollary to the above, the book devotes 
considerable space to the mechanics of 
the bones, tendons and muscles. No one 
who aspires to be an equestrian artist 
can afford not to have it on the library 
shelves. By the same token it makes 
equally valuable reading for trainers and 
veterinarians.

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Race Track Supersitions

As the June 4 opening of Waterford 
Park’s racing season approaches, it be- 
comes increasingly interesting to reflect 
upon just how great a part superstition 
will play in determining many of the 
wagers to be made by patrons during the 
course of the 46-day meeting. 

Although the day of sorcery and witch- 
craft has passed away in its mostvirulent 
form, superstition continues to stalk the 
land of the turf, flourishing like a dank 
weed, According to many there is luck - 
or ill luck - in numbers both odd and 
even, according to taste. When Joe Cannon 
was training for Captain Machell he had a 
rooted objection to taking an odd number 
of horses to a meeting. During the Good- 
wood season in England he counted up his 
contingent to 13, 

**I don’t like that,”” he said, “Put 
Trappist in with them to make it an even 
number.’® Trappist thereupon won the 
Stewards’ Cup to pull the entire stable out 
of the red. 

According to a Yorkshire superstition, 
it is bad luck to meet a white horse when 
leaving home, and he who would avert the 
omen must spit on the ground. The Hun- 
garians held a firm belief that a man 
mounted upon a black horse was more 
successful than when upon a horse of any 
other color; the Spaniards also consider 
black horses especially fortunate, and have 
an ancient proverb that those are happiest 
who possess a coal-black horse with no 
spot of white upon him, 

Even the horseshoe represents the 
moon in her crescent form, and on the 
back stretch at Waterford Park many such 
shoes are used in an appeal to Lady Luck 
to attract her help and favor. They are 
nailed over doors, yet owing to ignorance 
of their meaning are sometimes placed 
with the horns inverted. In this case they 
lose their significance and it is even 
said to “let the luck run out”’, 

The superstition plays its part in the 
world of horses, most noticeably on the 
turf where Waterford Park patrons will 
continually woo the Goddess of Chance 
throughout the meeting with every means 
and every wile at their command, 
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Sn the Country 


FIRE ANT CONTROL 

In an effort to repel the spread of the 
South American Fire Ant in East Texas 
and in the Southeastern United States, 
state and federal agricultural agencies 
have been using massive sprayings of 
heptachlor. 

As a result of preliminary investiga- 
tions of a small area, the Alabama De- 
partment of Conservation has demanded 
of State and federal agricultural agencies 
and Alabama’s Congressional delegation 
that fire ant treatments be suspended 
until methods can be devised to safe- 
guard human and fish and wildlife popu- 
lations. Conservation groups all over the 
country are rallying to the support of 
Alabama's position. 

Treatments by heptachlor already have 
been applied to 45,150 acres in Alabama. 
Investigations of 100 acres within the 
treatment area inAutauga County revealed 
the death of six rabbits, three quail and 
48 song birds. The Alabama Department 
of Conservation said personnel involved 
in visual survey of treatment areas re- 
ported never before had they seen such 
carnage. ‘‘Hedgerows, fencerows and 
small woods areas reeked with the odor 
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of decaying bodies,’® the Department re- 
ported. W. H. Drinkard, director of the 
Alabama Department of Conservation, 
fears ‘‘there is even critical danger to 
citizens of Alabama who may get the 
insecticides from vegetables, milk or 
other everyday necessities of life.’’ 

Although some research is underway, 
investigation of the effects of insecticides 
and pesticides now must be stepped up 
on a “‘crash” basis. This is the reason 
why conservationists hope thatCongress 
will grant an additional $300,000 to the 
Bureau of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife, 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service, in a 
supplemental appropriations bill to be 
considered during the current season. 
On April 30, 1958, Senator Ralph Yar- 
borough (Texas) endeavored to introduce 
such an amendment to the appropriations 
bill relating to the Department of Interior 
but it was withdrawn on the agreement 
that hearings relating to the proposal 
would be considered along with other 
supplemental appropriations. 

“‘This amendment has the support of 
the National Wildlife Federation and the 
Wildlife Management Institute, both of 
which are pleading for this small $300,000 
appropriation so that research can begin 
in this field to determine what the poisons 
are doing, not merely to the reproductive 
processes of fish and wildlife, but also of 
all animal life, as well as human life, 
“Senator Yarborough told his colleagues.

CHILDREN’S BOOTS 

The well known bootmaker, Albert 
Doubek of Chicago, has developed a riding 
boot designed to fit growing children for 
at least three years. The boots are made 
two sizes larger than the child’s feet, 
but are equipped with leather insoles and 
instep pads, which are removed, usually 
at the end of a year, to take care of the 
growth which the child makes during that 
time. The boots are so constructed that
